Moutenegra for five centuries was the 
Keeper and defender of the Jiberty of 
omnkind, and while oer Balkan States 
acre under the dumination of the Turkini 
Finpire, the little Montenogrin people 
susintained their Freedom: at the price of 
great suffering and pain Montenurare 
wascone af the brighte-t stars of the free 
Serbian lands, on which al) eves of their 
subjugated Serbian and Juga Slav bre 
Ciers were fixed for they trusted that 
through ber retention of independence 
thes also would secure their Liberty 
Montenegro was the first to declare wir 
agoonst Turkey in il. and she suffered 
huge sucrifiees for the Jiberation of her 
euslaved brothers. In the second Balkan 
var she srt 10,000 suldizra to help. the 
Serbian army agaist the Bulgartaits. 
and of these the greater part were killed 
or wounded, 


As soon ius Austria’ declar.d wae 
against Serbian, Montenegre did not hesi 
Lite one mument to help the Serbian 
people, altheugh she was quite exhausted 
aod deprived ou" all supplies after tne 
Balkan wars, bor one year and a half 
she fought in Uhis war against the Austro 
Germans, and several times she had 
splendid successes; especially in the 
autumn of 1915, she protected the retreat 
of the Serbian army throagh her owp 
lund and Albania to the shore of. the 
Adriatic Sen, rendering thareby a reat. 
service to Serbin und the Allies. Menn- 
while, after the Balkan catastrophe and 
the invasion of Serbian territory by the 
cheny, Montenegrin troops remained ip 
a desperate situation, and finding it im 
possible to effect a retreat, they were 
ancircled and averwhehned from all sidos’ 
by mueh stronger forces of Austro-Gey 
mans, Ln such circumstances they were 
captured, and it must be taken mte con 
aidvration that help fran the Allies cuult 
nok reach them 


OUR SMALLEST ALLY'S CLAEM. 

As in the old days, when Montenegra 
had to fight for the liberty of all Ser 
hians and Jugo-Slavs, so it was for the 
san high ideals and for the unity of 
the Jugo-Slav race that she entered ‘inte 
this great war. Montenegro is not 
against unity with the Jugo-Slav 
countries, as some of the Balkan states 
uien. Wish to prove, bul. she is against the 
Manner of settling the question which 
they try bo impose upon her with a view 
to bringing about the annexation of her 
urritury. Montenegro asa free Allied 
country voluntarily came into this strug 
gle; she is entitled to a free hearing and 
to fair play, and should be directly re 
resented at the Peace Conference. Her 
history, her prestige, and her honoyr 
claim it, and the Entente must not per 
mil, for the sake of their prestige. that 
the rights of their smallest Ally should 
be subordinated. 

An common with other Balkan ques 
Gens, the Montenegrin question must 
come up for discussion at the Peace Con 

nee, and the Montenegrin people must 
he left free to decide their own domestir 
affairs, and by free plebiscite to solve the 
problem of unity with other Jugo-Shiv 
countries. Our future unity depends 
upen good orgunisation on the principles 
oft demorracy and on the basis of eqiiall y, 
Justice, and the réspect of everyone's 
rights: and no pressure should be allow 
ed to prevent Ue free expression of the 
peas les willl 

No statement regarding a go-valled 
selution of Montenegrin affairs can earry 


+} any weight until it has been legally reach 


ed. From reliable information received 
from Montenegro I can say that the meet 
ing which was held at Podgoritza was 
quite illegal and unjust, for al? the de 
puties elected for that meeting and who 
participated in it were under the influence 
of agents and partisans af Montenegro's 
adversaries, and so were compelled te 
vote for unity with Jugo-Slavs and the 
deposition of the King. 

Tn connection with the Constitution of 
Montenegro, it is only through the Par 
linment elected before the war, or through 
a new one legally chosen at a new elec 
tion, that the people can decide their 
destiny : not only the future progress of 
the Jugo-Slav countries and other Balkan 
States, but also the peace of Europe will 
depend on the just settlement to be 
brought forward at the Peace Conference. 

Our first duty must he to avoid all dis- 
vord and every tondency to insist upon 
supremacy among different elements of 
the Jugo-Slay race, as well as among the 
Balkan nations. Dynastic affairs are for 
us secoudary questions-- we defend, and 
we stand firmly for. our principles and 
for our people’s rights. The form: and 
organisation of our future common state 
will be settled after the Peace Conference, 
leaving it to the Jugo-Slav countries 
settle the matter by self-determination as 
to whether they will have a federation of 
wnited strates, a monarchy, or even 2 
republic,

The judgment contained the following 
omsnges: The law which forbids the 
importation of opium is Chinese law ; the 
appellant asks us to say that the Jaw 
mentioned in the Order is English law 
and ubat he ought to be nequitted, That 
is the only point before the Court, but 
itis by no means an easy one. — 

Speaking generally, the criminal law 
applied tu British subjects hy Article 3a 
of die Order is English law for the time 
ving: where, then, law is mentioned 
without any gualifieation i¢ is to he pre 
sianed that English law is ineant unless 
the context requires others ise, This was 
the view of the magistrate in an earlier 
ease, Which was not brought to the atten- 
tion of the magistrate whe cenvicted in 
the present case, nor was the point befare 
us argued before him. :

Now, if English law is meant, the pro 
vision is meaningless for English law 
does uot deal with the import of goods 
into China: the expression must there- 
fore refer to some otber law applicable 
to British subjects in China, and we 
find that an act made or declared an 
offence hy the Order, or by regulations 
made under it, umay by the subject of 
eriminal proceedings. The importation 
of opium, thongh properly the subject of 
a regulation, nas not been made so, If 
(Hen it is ‘punishable as an offence, it 
must be so because it is made so by this 
urtjele of the Order. The only possible 
uiwrnative Jaw Lo that of England 
is that of China, but that con- 
struction opens the difficulty that China 
might put prohibitions on the import of 
certain classes of goods which our coun- 
try might not acquiesce in so far as it 
concerned her own subjects. The Crown 
asks the Court to say that “law '? means 
a Jaw of China concurred in by Great 
Britain. 

We are of opinion that China bas by 
law suppressed the import of opium, and 
that His Majesty’s Government has signi- 
fied’ its conditiona] concurrence in this 
suppression in so far as it affects British 
subjects by the agreement of 1911, and 
that in fact the condition has been fufill- 
ed. The construction urged by the appel- 
lant would lead to the startling result 
that now British subjects may import

opium here with impunity, whereas form. 


erly the import was only allowed after 
paymeat of very heavy duties aud under 
very ‘considerable restrictions. 
. It has been said that there has been no 
proof of this state of affairs, but it scems 
clear that this Court is bound to take 
judicial notice of the law of China, when 
its attention is called to it, and further 
that it is unnecessary to prove Treaties 
between His Majesty and the Government 
of China, inasmuch as His Majesty's 
jurisdiction is founded, amongst other 
things, on treaty and Article 73, which 
provides for the punishment of the breach 
of a treaty obligation and se implies the 
duty of His Courts to take such notice of 
thein. 

Wa are, therefore, of opinion that this 
appeal fails and that the conviction 
should stand. 


CHINESE TARIFF REVISION, 


REPORT OF THE U.S, COMMERCIAL 
: ATTACHE, 

Some particulars concerning the pro 
gresg of the Chinese Tariff Revision are 
given in a reeent report by the United 
States Commercial Attaché,  Julean 
Arnold, of Shanghai. 1t will be recol- 
fected that, in view of tbe fact thay the 
European war had increased the pri 
vf many commodities te figures entirely 
disproportiunaty to normal prices, it was 
decided that a fair basis of valuations 
would be the average prices prevailing in 
Ehanghai during the years 1912 to 1916, 
inclusive. Having come to an agreement 
on the basis of valuations, the Commis- 
sion sev work to ascertain the market 
values at Shanghaj of various commudi- 
ties during the years specified. In 
geieral the ci or landed value at 
Shanghai has bren accepted as the value 
for the payment of duty. ~ Wherever 
possible the commission has taken the 
average price for the five years in fixing 
the dutinble value. The rate of duty 
itself is placed ag 6 per cent. of these 
valuations, su tat to all intents and 
purposes the duties are specific in form. 
For some cummoditics, however, che wide 
variations in the prices of different 
classes or qualities; have made it impos- 
sible to fix upon any definite dutiable 
valier, and @ rate of 5 per cent. ad 
catorem has been maintained. In that 
case the duties are based upon the isvoice 
value of the guods in. question at the

» made the war, and, at the worst, by 
the United Kingdom, France, America, 
and Italy, who unmade it. 

Approximately, the population of the 
a Powers can set down at 
150;000,000, and that of the Allies at 
250,000,000. The latter figure docs not 
inelude India or the native races of the 
British Empire. 

If the Central Powers were only to 
make reparation for the ruin of Belgium 
and Northern France, as some gentle 
pacifists suggest, then it is only necessary 
to lump the whole of the populations and 
divide into the Aegregnte War Bill to 
arrive at a figure of individual Jiahility. 
Four hundred million people are then 
faced with a liability of £30,000,000,000, 
and that gives us an individual liability 
of £75 per head.

ACTOR BECOMES AN EARL 


NEW OWNER DR THE COWLEY 
ESTATES. 


By the death of Earl Cowley the title 
and the Cowley. estates of 4,000 acres pass 
to Viscount Dangan; a professional actor, 
known on the’stage as Arthur Wellesley, 
who has been playing a part in a popular 
farce at a London theatre. In the early 
slage of his career the new earl, wha 
is the son of the late Earl and of Violet, 
Countess Cowley, was employed as a 
scene-painter, und earned £2 a week. Ho 
resides at Horaham with his wife and two 
children, 

The late Lord Cowley suceveded his 
father, the second Earl, in 1495. Ho 
was married three times and divorced 
twice, while in 1888, as Viscount Dangan, 
he was sued for breach of promise by 
Miss Phyllis Broughton, the famous 
Gaiety actress, The case was settled by 
consent, and Miss Broughton received, 
£2,600. 

He married Lady Violet Nevill, o 
douphler of the Marquis of Abergavenny, 
in the same year, and cight years later 
he was divorced by hia wie. 

Lord Cowley again appeared in the 
Divorce Court in 1902, when he was 
named os co-respondent by Sir Charlea 
Hartopp in an action for divorce against 
his wife, Lady Hartopp. Tho case lasted 
thirteen days, and six peers, including 
the then Duke of Devonshire, the Ear! 
of Essex, and the Marquis of Cholmonde- 
ley, as well ag many baronets, knights, 
and other Society men, were called as 
witnesses, The case was diamiased, but 
in 1905 Bir Charles brought another suit 
against his wife, in which Lord Cowley 
Wag again cited as corespondent. The 
action was undefended, and a decrec waa 
granted, Lady Hartopp and Lord Cow- - 
ley were married! at Colombo, Ceylon, in 
the same year. 

In January 1913, Lord Cowley waa the 
co-respondent when Mnjor Geoffrey 
Charles Buxton successfully petitioned 
for a decres against his wife, Mrs, Olere 
Buxton. In March of the same year, 
Countess. vonley obtained a decree of 
restitution of conjugal rights, which the 
earl did nut obey, Four ta pice the 
she ontered: proceedings for divorce. Tha 
suit was undefended, and for the, second 
timo Lord Cowley was divorced. He mar. 
ried Mrs. Buxton at the British Con- 
sulate at Biarritz in January 1914. 

Lord! ey was o familar figure in - 
the shires during the hunting season. 
While hunting with the Quorn in 1905 his 
horse -fell at a fence, and Lord Cowley - 
was thrown and! his collar-bone braken.

GERMAN BOLSHEBVISM. 
THE BERLIN RISING. 


BY EH. WILCOX, 

Thauks to the Russian ‘Revolution, it 
is net difficult to gucss the meaning o! 
what is now happening in Borlin. Clear. 
ty the German Bolsheviks are attomptin 
to repeat the comp de mam by whi 
Lenin. geized power in November, 1917. 
The Russians learnt their Secial-Demo 
eracy from the Germans, but the réles 
have. been reversed, and the pupil is now 
teaching tht master Moreover, there 
cannot be the slightest doubt thint the 
funds with which Liebknecht carried on 
bis agitation and organised for his clutch 
at power came from Moscow. When 
Lenin was taxed with having accepted 
financial aid from the Wilhelmian Goy- 
eruinent, he replied, with characteristic 
eynicsin, lt as true that Loam new 
making revolution ino Russia with Ger 
man money, but the day will come when 
1 shall make revolution in Germany with 
Russian money.” 

That prophesy was fulfilled — some 
months ago, as a controversy whieh has 
recently been raging in the German Press 
has revealed Tt was with roubles sup- 
plied by the Bolsbevik Ambassador Joffe 
that the Independent Socialists armed 
their follmwers for the outbreak of last 
November, When, however, the Inde 
pendents became partners an the Ebert 
(overntment they seught to dissociate 
themselves from their Russian comrades, 
and the Moscuw fargesse was naturally 
transferred to Uie Spartacus party. At 
the same time there were pune, even 
among the official Independents, who re- 
fuained true to the essential principle of 
Bolshevisin- the “dictatorship oof — the 
Proletariat.” Richard Miller, one of the 
residents of the Berlin Council of 
Vorkmen and Soldiers, declared that the 
way to the National Assembly lay across 
his body. Adolf Hoffmann, the Prussian 
Minister of Education, adapted Lenin’s 
threat against the’ Constituent. '' Lf," he 
anid, “the Nationa) Assembly dors not 
show a Bovinlist majority it must be dis- 
solved,’ The growing authority of men 
of this stamp eventually drew Haase, 
Dittinann, and Barth out of the Direc 
tory, aud now the Endependents seem to 
have gone over solid to Spartacus and 
Bolshevisin, : 

THE MUSCOVITE POLICY. 

The Russian Soviet Government bas 
left ne room for doubt as to the churac- 
ter and aims of the game which it is 
now playing iu Germany, Early in 
October it realised that the impending 
collapse of the military power of Ger- 
many and Austria-Hungary would be fol- 
lowed by an overthrow of the Govern- 
ments in beth countries, and! a Bolshevik 
policy to meet this contingency was 
promptly formulaiecd. It found expres: 
sign in a number of authoritative utter- 
ances, The Central Exceutive Committoe 
at Moscow passed a resolution that, 
“Now, as in October of last year, the 
Soviet Government bases its entire policy 
on the prospect of social’ revolution in 
both Imperialistic camps." Trotsky 
foretold “with absolute certainty ’' that 
“the weakening of ‘German Imperislism 
means revolution, not only in Germany, 
but also in France, in England, in the 
United States, and in Japan.” In the 
Teerextia the Assintant Foreign Minister, 
Radek, who is now in Berlin, wrote: 
‘The Russian Boviet Republic, the ad 
vance guard of world-revolution, takes | 
under its pratecion every revolution, in 
whatever country it nay break out. If 
the working classes of Germany trium 
and are menneed yy the bandits of Anglo- 
American capitalism, the workmen — of 
Russia will go to their help.” A con- 
ference of Red Guards promised, ‘ If 
revolution breaks out first in’ Germany 
we will make an alliance with Kari 
Licbknecht's Government against all 
other predatury Governments.”” These 
pronouncements throw an interesting 
ight both on the present tumult in Ber 
lin and on the Bolshevik irruption into 
the Baltic provinces and Poland. Ap- 
parently Lenin has flung the pick of his 
very mixed troops into the western front, 
and that may to some extent account for 
the heavy defeat he hay sustained in the 
Urals. erm was a serious loss for him, | 
but the capture of Berlin would be a very 
ample consolation. Germany and Russia 
are to a large extent complementary to 
one another. Russia has men, food, and 
raw dnaterials: Germany has a highly- 
developed industry and a numerous claaa 
of skilled technicians, 11 is unlikely that 
even in combination they could now put 
up a very serious military power but they 
would probably not try for that. They 
would depend more on pamphlets and 
leaflets than on shells and machine-guns. 

THE BOLSHEVIK PROPAGANDA. 

Some interestin facty bout the 
Leninite propaganda have been publish- 
ed by the Danish Minister to Russia, 
Mr. Keaveniue, who bas recently return- 
ed to Copenhagen. This departinent of 
the Soviet Governntent is, it appears, in 
the charge of an Austrian name prandel. 
who has a staff of all nationalities.” He 
supplies the Bener al ideas, and his sub- 
ordinates work them ‘out in their own 
languages. — From the same source wo 
learn that Bolshevik agitators are being 
taught the Indian tongues, in prepara- 
tion for missionary work in our grdat 
Eastern dependency, which Lenin ie said 
to regard as our "weak spot.” It > 
not be doubted that vast quantities léf 
propagendist literature in all tho chief 
languages of the world have been printed 
dy the ‘expropriated’ presses of 
Moscow and Petrograd, so that the Bol- 
eheviks may bo ready for all emergencios. 
During ,the successiul Bovict fonsive 
against the Ural. front--when Samara 
was captured—whole trainlonds of  pam- 
phlets and leaflets were acnt to the olge 
to be ‘distributed among tho ‘Cipth- 
Slovaks; and unquestionably similar ‘om-
